jhabitation administration and a

organization.

came to the United States in 
1943 and refused to return to Po- 
land in 1945 when offered a high 
position in the Communist-con- 
trolled government there.

Pre-Election 
Polls Predict 
Churchill Win 
Socialism, War 
Eig Issues in 
Voting Thursday 


LONDON— (AP) —Bri- 


tain's campaign ends tonight 
focussed on two critical issues 
—the country's place in a 
world threatened by way, and 
her bitterly controversial ex- 
periment in_socialism. 


Voters from a registered 


electorate of 35,000,000 cast 
their ballots Jhursday. 


Their choice lies between the 


Conservative party led by' Winston 
Churchill, and the Socialists who 
came to power in July, 1945. The 
liberals, standing about midway 
between these two in doctrine, have 
entered too few candidates to form 
a government. They hope only to 
constitute 
a 
balancing 
"third 


force" in the next House of Com- 
mons. 


Churchill Favored 


Both big contenders forecast vic- 


tory. 


The general belief, however, is 


that Churchill and the Conserva- 
tives will come back to power by 
more than 35 parliamentary seats 
and possibly by 60 or more. 


This belief is based to a large 


degree on numerous polls of public 
opinion, which unanimously favor 
the Conservatives. 
Newspapers 


which support the Socialists have 
conducted no surveysr or, if they 
did, have not reported their .find- 
ings. 


In additipn, most independent 


observes expect a Conservative 
victory t)ua time.' They look for 
the majority of the 2,000,000 or 
more liberal votes nr most t>f the 
districts where there is no liberal 
candidate to be cast for Churchill's 
party. 


Two Facts Obvious 


Apart from these poliitcal tech- 


nicalities and party maneuverings, 
two facts are ominously evident. 
They confront every voter plainly, 
regardless of his political sophisti- 
cation or his station in life. 


One is that Britain has a bad 


case of low blood pressure econ- 
omically. It's getting worse. 


The other is that the bonds be- 


tween Britain and the United 
States are frayed and working 
oose. 
Both sides recognize the 


seriousness of this in the struggle 
with the Communist world, and in 
a world where Britain is encoun- 
:ering new and serious troubles in 
areas she once dominated. 


, Need U. S. Aid 


Britain was the first country to 


dispense with Marshall plan assist- 
ance and the Labor government is 
proud of that. 


Bui many iinancial experts pre- 


dict the country will need more 
American aid after the election re- 
ardless of which party wins. 
Most people expect as well that 


:he Conservatives will rewrite 
aws governing taxes on overtime 
work and on the employment of 
venture capital. They expect that 
with this new tax pattern of fi- 
nance, millions of American dollars 
will be attracted to British invest- 
ment areas.

NEW YORK — (AP) — Some dock hands resumed handling of mili- 


tary cargoes today, braving the boos and catcalls from wildcat strikers 
who threw up mass picket lines along New York's vast waterfront. 


Most of the port still was numbed by the longshore strike, which 


has stirred a plea for presidential intervention. But at two army piers, 
some of the idle men returned to work. 


Biggest break in the military- 


cargo tieup was in Statem island, 
where eight military ships awaited 
loading. There, 300 stevedores 
streamed past picket lines, amid 
shouts of "double-crosser" and 
boos from strikers. 


There was no violence. 


Sign Workers

mustered a handful of about 50 
new dock workers, signed on as 
special civil service workers, for 
jobs at Brooklyn's huge port of 
embarkation. The strike began in 
Brooklyn 10 days ago.

ATLANTA — (AP)—The 


toll of liquor poisoning deaths 
reached 28 early today—and 
the list of dead is expected to 
grow. 


Twenty-two persons died of 


methyl alcohol poisoning at 
Grady hospital in the wake of 
weekend sales of a mixture of 
wood alcohol and water ped- 
dled as "good drinking liquor 
—cheap." Six others died in 
their homes. 


Physicians at the hospital have 


treated more than 100 persons for 
the deadly poison, and cases still 
were coming in today. Of the two 
dozen victims remaining under 
hospital care, several were given 
only a scant chance for recovery.

Frank WiWon said 
about 75 persons who had drunk 
bootleg liquor became hysterical 
and rushed in with only imaginary 
symptoms of wood alcohol pois- 
oning. But more than 100 others 
showed actual symptoms.

Claim Land Higher

how the slot machine in the coun 
try club is one thing and the slot 
machine in the corner saloon is 
another," the governor said. 


"And I know further that the 


citizen who violates the law in his 
country club or fraternal lodge __ 
in no position to, and does not in 
fact, insist that his elected officers 
enforce the law. 
A 
Sterilize Power 
* "By this very act of self-indul- 
gence," he declared, "many of oui 
most reputable and influential citi- 
zens sterilize their power and in- 
fluence to demand and get faith- 
ful performance by their 
local 


officials. 


"They have tied their own hands 


and stopped their own mouths— 
and on this issue they evaporate 
as a community force," he added. 
§Stevenson said such persons "de- 


ie" themselves that they have 


found a»way of maintaining their 
club houses for nothing. 


"They pay 10 times over in 


terms of lax law enforcement, cor- 
roded officials and venal politics, 
and finally the logs'of self govern- 
ment tp higher levels of author- 
ity," he said. 


Trend to Lodges 


In 1949, before the state police 


£jgan raiding taverns and smash- 
Ssg gambling- equipment, three 
fourths of federally taxed slot 
machines in 76 Central and South- 
ern Illinois counties were in tav- 
erns. 


Now, he said, 75 per cent are in 


fraternal lodges, 18 per cent in 
country clubs and only seven per 
cent in taverns. 


The gr&s number of* registered 


alot machines, which topped 8,400 
two years ago, has dropped to 1,- 
VW, he said. 


The governor said not one of the 


40 state police raids conducted 
since May, 1950, was necessitated 
by any inherent inability of loca 
officials to cope with conditions on 
their own. 


Recommends Disbarment 


Where state's attorneys have 


put their foot down, gambling has 
dried up and no state officers 
came in, he said. 


He called upon state and local 


bar associations to consider rec 
ommending disbarment of prose1 
cutbrs who tolerate flagrant gam- 
bling. 


"You 
have great power to guar- 


antee decent law enforcement if 
you but use it," he told the 
lawyers. 


Stevenson lamented the situa- 


tion that finds taxpayers paying 
double for law enforcement—"to 
the local officials who fail and also 
to the state to do the job for 
them." 


It represents a "classic case ol 


why governmental functions mi- 
grate to higher levels," he-said. 


Local Default 


"In this case, certainly, there is 


no one higher up reaching down 
for the added power. Rather it is 
being thrust upon them by local 
default," he added. 


"And it is high time we recog- 


nize that this myth of a conspira- 
cy against our liberties from above 
is too often only a device to ex- 
cuse our own inaction."

Fauatical Assassins of Moslem 
World Serving Communism Well 


The fanatical assassins of the Moslem world are serving 


the cause of Communism well, though that hardly is their in- 
tent. First to fall before them this year was Premier Raz- 
mara of Iran. Then King Abdullah of Jordan. And now it is 
Prime Minister Liaquat Ali Kahn of Pakistan. 


Is there a Communist hand at work in these frenzied 


killings that have done and will do so much harm to the free 
world's position? Probably not directly. But it is wholly 
possible that the Kremlin is subtly stimulating nationalist 
ferment in Moslem lands through the shrewd dispensing of 
money to fanatical groups.* * * 


This was strikingly true of Liaquat Ali Kahn. Domes- 


tically, he had led Pakistan down a progressive course that 
argured well for the future of his populous new country. 
His was the voice of calm reason, curbing the extremists. 


Beyond Pakistan's border he aligned himself strongly 


'with the free nations. By putting 80 million Asiatics in the 
Western orbit, he went far to offset the loss suffered by In- 
dian Prime Minister Nehru's insistence upon a misguided 
"neutrality" which serves only Moscow. 
.-. ~- With distrust of the West today almost axiomatic among 


Asiatic leaders, Liaquat Ah' Kahn had the courage to go 
against the tide. 


He likewise was firm in pressing Pakistan's claim to the 


princely state of Kashmir, predominantly Moslem territory 
also claimed by India and now under the latter's military 
control.

Though-the United Nations several times recommended 


a plebiscite that would f airly leave to the citizenry of Kashmir 
jthe decision of which nation to join—a proposal entirely suit- 
able to Pakistan—Nehru repeatedly declined to accept this 
equitable solution.

Inevitably, extremists chafed impatiently at the halter 


put upon them by the Pakistan government's temperate 
course. One of'these apparently was his assassin, since he 
accompanied his fatal shots with a cry for a "holy war

With sore spots spreading through the Middle East, 


there could not be a wore time for a*fevered clash of wills— 
and perhaps arms—between Pakistan and India. The free 
world must somehow hope that the dead prime minister's tra- 
dition of moderation will re-assert itself and take command. 
If it cannot, responsibility for any outbreak must rest with 
those who provide fanatics with the fuel to inflame their 
peoples.

Changed Standard of Behavior

NEW YORK—If the people of the United States had decent 


standards they would instinctively revolt against all exploitations of 
public office for private gain, all nepotism which is a euphemistic 
name for graft and has been practiced to a notorious degree by' 
Presidents Roosevelt and Truman and most governors and mayors— 
Tom Dewey being a distinguished exception—and 
all the other familiar variations of sin. 


It is not a priggish affectation to object to sin 


n public life. On the contrary, it is a desirable 
minimum requirement of public servants that they 
hold themselves to behavior which is not only inno- 
cent under the law but virtuous according to the 
decalog. 
Many sins are not statutory crimes. An 


xcellent formulation of that proposition was writ- 
ten by Father Daniel Lord, S. J , of St. Louis, under 
the title "Open Letter to a Boss." The "boss" thus 
addiessed actually was Truman's political and eth- 
cal preceptor, Tom Pendergast, a loathesome character of showy 
outward piety wno robbed the people, degraded and depleted their 
educational and municipal systems, took toll of the shame of his re- 
gional neighbors' daughters in brothels run by his toleration, and so 
molded his protege that we found Truman not only condoning graft 
but belittling the enormity of treason in his political household. 


We have had no moral sinking spell in our history comparable 


to the Roosevelt era when a god-man set the example of Elliott's 
oans, Jimmy's use of the White House for a boob-trap and Eleanor's 
tireless exploitation of the highest secular office on earth for money. 
The effect was the worse upon the morals of the people because so 
many of them did regard this cynical rascal as a god or god-sent 
guide and embraced his wickedness as a good example. A reforma- 
;ion doubtless will come in time, but the people now condone or 
take no notice of dishonesty which ought to shock them. 


Father Lord's open letter re- 


minded the "boss" that he had a 
religious obligation as well as a 
egal responsibility and held him 
accountable for scandalous effects 
as well as for these particular 
deeds of themselves. He admon- 
shed this "boss" that the junsdic- 
:ion of the confessional included 
matters beyond the authority of 
the grand jury. 
The standards 


here bespoken would be no better 
than a reasonable minimum for 
ie people of the United States to 
stabhsh for all their public serv- 
ants and themselves. 


Our journalism also has dirtied 


itself with practices which by hon- 
est standards, are unspeakable. 
We have been deliberately guilty 
n this and with no other motive 
than to make circulation and 
money. 


I was a sports writer when 


sports was believed to be the 
rogue branch of the business, al- 
though I believe the graft was ex- 
aggerated. At any rate, the ball- 
clubs had an open practice of 
sending "presents" to the base- 
ball writers at Christmas which 
usually were suitcases for their 
travels, merchandise orders on

haberdashers or gplf balls. 
Rickard had a mysterious 
of boxing writers who were be- 
lieved to be in his fee on the quiet, 
at least one of whom, I was con- 
vinced, never got a dollar. The 
paymaster of this illicit business

It is plainly unethical of a writ- 


er covering fights to own a 
"piece" of a boxer. 
Whoever 


must be told why is a moral illit-

If All Tissue Isnt' Removed in Tonsillectomy 
It Will Grow and May Become Re-Infected

There are probably more ton- 


sillectomies performed in the Uni-, 
ted States than any other single 
operation. The first question to- 
day raises a problem wh'ch comes 
up frequently in connection with 
this operation. 


Q—"My tonsils were taken out 


three years ago, and since then 
I feel something on the left side 
of my throat when I swallow. 
Could this be caused by tonsil 
stubs—would you say something 
about this?"

A—Tonsils are made np of what 


is known as lymphoid tissue. This 
kind of body material has a re- 
markable ability to grow, so that 
If there is the least bit left in the 
throat after a tonslllectom j, tonsil 
tags or stubs may reach consider- 
able size and can tven become re- 
infected. 


At the time of tonsillectomy, a 


great effort is made to remove all 
of the tonslllar or lymphoid tissue, 
but sometimes this cannot be ac- 
complished. It is possible that 
your symptom is caused by a ton- 
sil tag and your physician could 
readily tell by looking in the 
throat. If such a stump is present 


it might or might not be necessary 
to remove it. » * * 


Q—"Our son has what the doc- 


tor says is tuberculosis The doc- 
tor wants the boy to have his 
lung collapsed, and says it will 
take one treatment a week for at 
least three months. What is your 
opinion

A—The collapse treatment for 


tuberculosis of the l u n g is 
a thoroughly accepted method for 
suitably selected patients. What is 
does essentially is to allow the 
lung to rest, .and this, in turn, 
permits the tuberculosis to heal.

SPRINGFIELD, (AP) — New 


rules restricting placement of an 
"open water" duck blind, a kind 
of ambush for waterfowl, weren't 
made to bedevil Illinois hunters. 


A 
state 
game 
department 


spokesman says they were de- 
signed to keep hunters from nag- 
ging ducks incessantly with buck- 
shot and chasing them right out 
of the state. 


The blind, usually a platform 


built over water on stilts and 
camouflaged with foliage to con- 
ceal the hunter, wasn't subject 
to open water restrictions until 
this year. The last legislature 
ordered the new rules. They're ef- 
fective with the season opening 
Friday.For Better Shooting 


They weren't passed "just to 


plague the hunters," one depart- 
ment spokesman says. "Instead 
they were planned to give more 
and better shooting." 


'The thing is, that^the ducks 


have got to have some place to 
sit down and rest away from the 
guns once in a while. Otherwise, 
they will soon move on to other 
waters where they can get away 
from the constant barrage. They 
will fly right out of Illinois," he 
says. 


Sam Carney, the department's 


chief enforcement officer, says 
this if the essence of the new 
rule: 


Blinds must be located within 


150 feet of the main shoreline or 
the shoreline of an island, or with- 
in the lines of natural vegetation 
sticking up above the water. 


Offer Interpretations 


Here are some of his interpre- 


tations of this: 


You can put your blind ,on a 


stump or within it, regardless of 
how far out in the water the 
stump is located,- provided that 


*• the tree stub naturally grew there 
* and it protrudes above the water. 
' 
If vegetation sticking above the 


\_:water extends even as much as 
t 800 feet from'the shore, you can 


erect your ambush anywhere 
within that 500 feet. 


There's one big "but" of warn- 


ing that's passed on to waterfowl 
hunters: 


Level May Go Up 


The water level -may go up after 


you have erected your blind. The 
500 feet of exposed vegetation 
may shrink to 100 feet and your 
stump may be submerged. 


In -that case, you ftan't shoot 


from the blind until the water 
level drops and vegetation re- 
emerges.

than to cure, so the Red Cross 
textbook on first aid teaches the 
first aiders to begin treatment at 
Injured persons immediately with- 
out waiting for symptoms of shock 
to develop. 


In case of severe bleeding, bad 


burns, broken bones, crushing in- 
juries, shell, 
bomb and 
baMet 


wounds treatment of shock is ur- 
gent. The kind of shock that comes 
with severe injuries is a state of 
collapse in which all bodily Func- 
tions are depressed due to failure 
of circulation. 


Other factors—pain, rough han- 


d 1 i n g, improper transportation, 
continued bleeding, exposure to 
heat and cold or fatigue—.may 
contribute to it. The aged and the 
very young are likely to suffer 
most.

listed in the first aid directions for 
treatment of shock: 


Keep the patient lying flat. If 


the injury is severe, raise the feet 
12 inches or so. except for head

juries, raise the bead and shoulders 
slightly so the victim can breathe. 
Never force a victim to stand. Even 
if a wall is falling after a bomb 
blast, it is better to drag him 
away on a coat or by his coat 
collar rather than make him walk.

not hot. Cover him with a blanket, 
coats or newspapers. Place cover-

fense system are ready. The first 
planes provided for under appro- 
priations made two years ago are 
only now beginning to be de- 
livered. 


Diverts Funds 


The air force, with substantial 


appropriations by congress and bj 
diverting funds from other pro 
jects of lower priority has been 
able to rush the radar net near 
to completion m a little over two 
years. 


The warning and interceptor 


forces of the United States work 
in close liaison with tliose ol 
Canada in the protection of the 
northern hemisphere against a 
sui prise aerial strike by Russian 
bombers or paratroops across the 
polar areas or the high latitudes 
of the Pacific or Atlantic oceans. 


Problem Staggering 


Air force experts point out, 


however, that the problem of 
establishing 
even .a 
reasonably 


adequate radar warning system 
has been staggering because of 
the vast area involved in the 
Alaskan-Northern 
Canada-Green- 


land air approaches. The area in- 
volved is 30 times greater than 
England, which in World War Et 
had the greatest concentration of 
radar and fighter plane defenses 
then known. 


In the new North American 


radar network, a single station 
may cost as much as $5,000.000 
and require 400 men to maintain 
and operate it. And dozens of such 
stations are needed for the Arctic 
perimeter 
alone, not 
including 


special defense areas in the in- 
dustrial sections of the U. S. and 
Canada. '

balloon picks up cells thrown off 
by the stomach walls. An expert 
checks these cells, looking for can- 
cer cells. This can spot cancers 
while they still are small, still 
confined to one 
spot. 
Cutting 


them out then means a much bet- 
ter chance for the person to live. 


The 
balloen 
method 
spotted 


stomach cancers in more than 90 
out of 100 test patients, said sci- 
entists attending the society's an- 
nual meeting. 


The stomach cancer is the big- 


gest killer of all cancers. It took 
26,215 American lives 
in 1948, 


two-thirds of them men. 


Up to now. only about five per 


cent of people with stomach can- 
cers have been cured, by 
opera- 


tions, because the deadly silent 
cancers were discovered too late. 
They were too big,,or had spread 
elsewhere 


The balloon offers a promising 


way of detecting many stomach 
cancers 
far 
earlier, 
said 
Dr. 


Charles S. Cameron, medical and 
scientific director 
of the cancer 


society. 


Discovers Far Earlier 


The movie was prepared at Cor- 


nell university medical college and 
the New York hospital 
by Dr. 


George Papanicolaou and Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Cooper. Dr. Papanicolaour 
pioneered the method. 


It can find cancer of the uterus 


or womb far earlier than other 
methods. It's also being used now
